Veterans benefits help ease financial burdens 


The United States Government rec- 
ognizes that its veterans deserve spe- 
cial benefits. That’s why 50 years ago 
President Roosevelt signed legislation, 
known as the Readjustment of 1994 
Actor GI Bill, to make education, train- 
ing and home ownership more acces- 
sible and affordable to veterans. In rec- 
ognition of Veterans Day, the follow- 
ing is a summary of the types of assis- 
tance currently offered by the Depart- 
ment of Veterans Affairs (VA). 


* Educational benefits 

Since the GI Bill was first introduced, 
several different educational programs 
for veterans have been established. The 
Post-Vietnam Veterans’ Educational 
Assistance Program (VEAP) is a vol- 
untary contributory matching program 
for persons entering military service 
after Dec. 31, 1976. To receive benefits 
under this program, you must have en- 
rolled in andcontributed to VEAP while 
on active duty before April 1, 1987. 

Currently, recently discharged veter- 
ans are receiving the Montgomery GI 
Bill Chapter 30. Similar benefits are 
available to individuals who entered 
active military service or the Selected 
Reserve after June 30, 1985, and meet 


specific service requirements. 

Generally, if you serve in the Se- 
lected Reserve for a period of six years, 
you also qualify for educational ben- 
efits. The Selected Reserve includes 
the Army, Navy, Air Force, Marine 
Corps, Coast Guard Reserves, the Army 
National Guard and the Air Guard. 

A Veteran may be eligible to receive 
up to a maximum of 36 months of 
education benefits under one program, 
or 48 months of benefits under more 
than one VA program. 

Educational and vocational counsel- 
ing is also available to assist in planning 
a program for education. If you decide 
educational training is not necessary, 
your local Department of Veterans Af- 
fairs can provide you with employ- 
ments assistance. 


¢ VA home loan program 

100 percent financing is available 
with no down payment unless the pur- 
chase price of the property is more than 
the reasonable value determined by the 
VA. : 

Except in special circumstances, the 
VA does not make direct loans to veter- 
ans. Instead, the VA guarantees loans 
that are made by private lenders, such

VA loan quarantees range from 25 
percent of a home loan, depending on 
the size of the loan. Most lenders re- 
quire that a combination of the VA 
guarantee amount and any cash down 
payment equal at least 25 percent of the 
reasonable value or sales price of the 
property. 

Generally, to qualify for VA home 
loan guarantees, you must have served

at least 90 days on active wartime duty, 
181 days of continuous active peace- 
time service or have been discharged 
for a service-connected disability. Un- 
married surviving spouses of service 
personnel who died on active duty, or 
as a result of service-connected dis- 
abilities, also qualify for VA home loan 
guarantees. 

Be aware that to qualify for a mort- 
gage loan, even one guaranteed by the 
Department of Veterans Affairs, you 
must demonstrate that you are a good 
credit risk and that you have sufficient 
income to repay the loan.

Tennis coach credits outstanding students

If he could have hit a curve ball, Ed 
Burrows may have never gotten in- 
volved with tennis. 

But the retired coach and athletic 
director at East Jordan High School 
elected to play the racket sport when he 
decided he didn't care to strike out in 
college baseball. 

He learned the game at Florence State 
College (now the University of North- 
em Alabama) in Florence, Ala.. He was 
there on a sports scholarship, and his 
plans included medical school. 

But where Burrows and his wife 
Cynthia (also a teacher) soon actually 
found themselves was teaching and 
coaching football and baseball at Clay 
City, Fla. 

Then in 1956, the Burrows’ road took 
another turn, when they accepted $100 
in travel money from Superintendent 
Ernest Wade to drive to East Jordan and 
consider teaching and coaching posi- 
tions. 

“There was no organized physical 
education program at that time,” recalls 
Burrows. “But he gave me a good bud- 
get to buy equipment.” 

With that incentive, along with the 
area potential for hunting and winter 
sports, the athletic couple decided to 
give the place a two-year try. 

Once they learned to ski that first 
winter, they were hooked, and stayed 
on an extra 30-plus years. Between

them, the couple gave East Jordan more 
than SQ years as teachers and coaches 
before retiring in 1986. 

Although he is presently gaining rec- 
ognition (again) as tennis coach through 
his upcoming induction into the Michi- 
gan High School Tennis Coaches Hall 
of Fame, Burrows feels that the sport is 
just one of three life skills that can be 
meaningful to the elite athlete and non- 
athletic alike. 

“Skiing, golf and tennis — they pro- 
mote wise use of leisure time,” ts the 
Burrows philosophy. “They have carry- 
over value.” 

The coach knows of where he speaks, 
having both played and coached most 
common team sports. He always en- 
joyed the more “intellectual” sports him- 
self — an understandable attitude froma 


2-handicap golfer. 

“There is a world of difference be- 
tween football and tennis.” he noted. 
“Tennis is more friendly. the players 
are More open.” 

He calls tennis a sport that requires 
long-term dedication for success and 
he believes that correlates with success 
in work and lifestyle. As proofhe points 
out that most of his East Jordan players 
went on to college and pursued suc- 
cessful careers as professionals in many 
fields. 

“requires self-discipline,” he con- 
unued, He encouraged that trait by con- 
ditioning his players physically and 
mentally. “I told them to learn from 
better players — they could learn even 
from losing.” 

Perhaps the students attracted to the 
tennis program just happened to be the 
most outstanding, or perhaps their train- 
ing made them that way. At any rate, 
during his 17-year tenure as tennis 
coach, East Jordan won 12 regional 
championships — 10 of them ina row -- 
had a three-year undefeated streak, and 
never had a losing season. 

But for Burrows, the team stats aren't 
so important. His pride lies in the ac- 
complishments of the students, includ- 
ing nine former students who went into 
coaching themselves. A number of his 
students went to college on tennis schol- 
arships. 

“Those are things that matter,” said 
the proud coach. 

Accomplishments in establishing the 


physical education program at East Jor- 
dan — providing something for all stu- 
dents, not just the best athletes - also 
stand high on Burrows” list of things 
that matter. Even during cut-backs be- 
cause of one of the few lost millages in 
the district. Burrows was proud that he 
convinced school board members physi- 
cal education was too important to cut. 
Organizing volunteers to build a see- 
ond tennis court. or his role in helping 
to design the new East Jordan High 
School ~ those are the accomplishments 
Burrows likes to remember. 


Burrows probably would have been 
inducted into the Hall of Fame years 
ago ifhe could have produced the docu- 
mentation. He was first approached the 
initial year of the hall - 1987. He has 
been prodded to claim his nomination 
ever since, but just wasn’t motivated to 
take time to produce the records, 


Finally, the Hall of Fame board de- 
cided to induct him anyway, so to help 
them out, he wenttothe high school and 
counted the trophies. 

In February, Ed and Cynthia, their 
three children, other family members 
and a number of former students will 
attend the induction ceremony in Troy. 
He’s proud to be recognized by his 
peers, but Burrows won't really con- 
cede that there was anything special 
about himself as a coach. His modest 
explanation: 

“We were exposed to outstanding 
young people.”

Reader shares historical neenatied on photo 


This past weekend I visited my 
brother, Carl Kamradt, in East Jordan. 
He had saved me the photograph of the 
East Jordan High School Band that you 
published in the Oct. 19th issue of the 
Journal .1 made copies of this which I 
have sent to Cathola Lorraine Bennett 
and her brother, Claude Lorraine, both 
of whom are pictured in this photo- 
graph. 

Looking on the backside of this clip- 
ping, I read what remained of what you 
wrote about the late history of the news- 
papers of East Jordan, Michigan. My 
family played a major part in the early 
newspaper publishing history of East 
Jordan, so | was most interested in this 
article. 


My great grandfather, Clarence L. 


Lorraine, was the publisher of the East 
Jordan Enterprise from 1891 until his 
death in 1918: his son, Bert Lorraine, 
continued to publish the Enterprise until 
1920 when he tured over its list of 
subscribers to Mr. G.A. Lisk. The 
Lorraines, Cathola and Claude, shown 
in the photograph sited above. are the 
children of Bert Lorraine. 

My grandfather, Roy L. Lorraine, 
worked in the Enterprise office, with 
his father, until about 1901 when he 
purchased the Charlevoix County Her- 
ald and went into competition with his 
father. Roy sold the Herald to G.A. 
Lisk in 1904 and moved to Wolverine, 
Michigan where he founded the Wo/- 
verine Express in that same year. This 
business he sold in early 1905 and
